Electric Lights For Laying Hens 


More Eggs Are Obtained During the 
Winter Months 

In order to find out what effect 
j electric lighting has on egg produc: 
;tion and the general development of 
|hens, a test has been carried on dur- 
‘int the last three years at the Kapus- 
kasing Experimental Station 
‘Northern Ortario. In each of the 
three years one hundred pullets were 
‘used in the experiment. They were 
equally divided as to welght, general 
and breeding into two 
each, All conditions

were similar except that one pen got; 


no electric light while the other was 
lighted from four In the morning until 
daylight from November 1 to 
30. 

The results of the experiment 
which are given In the latest report 
of the superintendent of the station, 
show that lights have a_ favorable 
,effect on the number of eggs laid dur- 
dng the winter months, as the three 
year average showed an advantage of 
nearly 500 ezgs for the pen with 
lights, At the same time over the 
whole year the pen with lights laid 


fewer eges than the one without 
lights. The biggest adyantage in the 
use of lights would appear to be in 


the fact that more eggs are obtained 
during the winter months when the 


‘price is high. The experiment also | 
showed that lights have very ttle 
effect on the body weight of laying 
pullets during the winter months. 


They also have little effect on the 
amount of feed consumed, and there- 
fore on the cost of feeding

How !s it that in a country Hke Can-

The Dominion Archaeologist of the 
National Museum, Ottawa, has just 
completed the examination of an an- 
clent village site at Emmerson Point, 
| Digby Island, about three miles from 


| Prince Rupert, which was reported, to 
him by Mr. R. W. Pillsbury, of the 
Prince Rupert Fisheries Station of} 
the Canadian Biological Board, The 


site fs about one mile from the Can- 
adian National Railway the 
channel, It the entire point 
fronting on both beaches and is about 
845 feet long by 155 feet wide. It eon- 
sists of ddeep deposits of the shells of 
edibles shellfish and refuse from the 
kitehens of the prehistorie villagers. 
This refuse lies in two terraces and 
seems to indicate that there were two 
rows of houses facing the north beach, 
5 feet square.
